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>» DOLLAR COIN UPDATE... On March 11, Rep. Esteban Torres 
(D-Calif.) and Rep. Jim Kolbe (R-Ariz.) introduced the One Dollar Coin 
Act of 1993, which replaces the paper dollar with a dollar coin. The 
number of the new House bill is H.R. 1322. Senate bill 549 was in- 
troduced at about the same time by Sen. Pete Domenici (R-N.M.): it’s 
co-sponsored by Sen. Tom Harkin (D-lowa) and Sen. Dennis DeCon- 
cini (D-Ariz.). 


At a press conference announcing their legislation, Torres and Kolbe | 


released a study by the U.S. General Accounting Office entitled, “One 
Dollar Coin Could Save Millions If Properly Managed.’ The GAO report 
estimates that $395 million in annual budget savings would be real- 
ized if a dollar coin were minted. Last year the Fedeial Reserve Board 
recommended adoption of a dollar coin. 


Torres, chairman of the Banking Subcommittee on Coinage and Cur- 
rency in the last Congress, said, ‘Everyone in Congress knows that 
spurring the economy and reducing the defecit is the number one priority 
of the American public. The dollar coin is asensible response to help 
address this issue.” | 


He agreed with the GAO's assessment that ‘in an environment of difficult 
and unpopular defecit-reduction measures, the alternatives of securing 
$395 million in annual budget savings through updating our coinage 
is likely to be a relatively painless sacrifice for most Americans.” 


The dollar coin issue has been at the top of the AMOA/AAMA Govern- 
ment Affairs Conference agenda for many years, and these recent de- 
velopments have buoyed the spirits of Bob Wilbur, AMOA’s govern- 
ment relations liaison. : 


| think we have a better chance this year than ever before,’ he said. 
Having Torres aboard as aco-sponsor will likely have influence over 
Rep. Joe Kennedy (D-Mass.), the new chairman of that subcommit- 
tee. The new GAO report reiterates the savings issue and emphasizes 
the experience in Canada as being favorable. There was some un- 
happiness with the coin in the first year but it passed quickly.’

> SOUTH DAKOTA UPS THE ANTE... Notcontent with 35 


percent of net video lottery proceeds, South Dakota's Legislature vot- 
ed on March 23 to change the law and increase the state's share to 
36 percent, raise machine license fees from $100 to $250 per machine 
per year, and hike the manufacturer’s license fee from $5,000 to $20,000 
per year. Both fees kick in on July 1. In addition, the Legislature has 
directed the Lottery Commission to conduct a study of the relation- 
ship between the private and public sectors, to begin in July and be 
completed by January 1994. Nickel play, approved by the Lottery Com- 
mission several months ago, will commence as soon as machine 
manufacturers can meet all the requirements. 


> VIOLATIONS IN LOUISIANA... On March 30, the La. State 


Police notified Louisiana Gaming Management of Metairie that it in- 
tends to revoke its license, due to anumber of irregularities. LGM owns 
800 machines in the state. An unauthorized modification was found 
on 29 Bally machines owned by IGM in LaFourche and Caddo Par- 
ishes. The modification was a device designed to allow a player to 
reset any coin tilts, in effect using the coin return improperly for the 
customer's benefit. 


LGM was cited with other alleged misconduct, including placing video 
gaming devices at unlicensed establishments, failure to notify the State 
Police of device transfers within five working days, failure to keep main- 
tenance logs inside devices, failure to maintain written maintenance 
logs on acurrent basis, permitting devices to be accessed by unautho- 
rized personnel, and failure to provide copies of written contracts with 
Wells Fargo and Baton Rouge Cigarette Service. The company faces 
fines of $51,000 and the loss of its license to operate in Louisiana for 
five years. LGM maintains that the alleged violations are innocent er- 
rors and plans to file an appeal. At press time, no date had been set 
for a hearing on the matter. 


> INDIANA LOOKS AT GAMING... House Bill 1868, enabl- 


ing legislation for video lottery, passed the House of Representatives 
in February but is stuck in the Senate. Sen. Larry Borst (R), chairman 
of the Senate Finance Committee, said he would not hold a hearing 
on a bill legalizing slot machines and other electronic video gaming 
devices unless the governor requested one. Rep. Patrick Bauer (D), 


chairman of the House Ways and Means Committee, said that the state 
should profit from legalized video gaming because illegal video machines 
are widespread in taverns now. The casino bill that originated in the 
House was defeated in the Senate Finance Committee by a vote of 
9-5. It began with a proposed casino for the city of Gary and was later 
amended to include gaming for resort areas in the southern part of 
the state and riverboat gambling.

At the AMOA just six 
months ago, the wide spectrum 
of games was never more evi- 
dent — from redemption to 
novelties and Sega’s massive 
driving game to Bundra’s Neck 
‘n’ Neck. This ACME simply 
reinforced the feeling of ‘““some- 
thing for everyone’’ as once 
again redemption, novelty, pin- 
balls, videos, assorted table 
games, darts, and music were 
all out in force. 

I think we'll look on this 
ACME show as one of our more 
pleasant blind dates with a lot 
more going for it than a wonder- 
ful personality! O

When I wrote the short, but terribly 
sincere, tribute to Leah Bettelman, I 
mentioned some of the other “great 
gals” in the industry.

I think it’s true because Marty has op- 
erated, manufactured, and run busi- 
nesses on every continent. Most 
ultra-successful businessmen ac- 
quire the veneer of arrogance anda 
superiority complex that makes them 
look down on less-successful busi- 
nessmen. Not Marty! 

He never lost the common touch 
and is nice to everyone. Marty must 
be one of the greatest organizers who 
ever lived. He put together a partner- 
ship of men that had nothing but 
brains, personality, and business 
ability. This partnership founded, 
bought, and sold so many companies 
that just to name them would take 
quite some time. I have made the ac- 
quaintance of his two partners, 
Richard Stewart and Bruce Eckert, 
both of whom I dearly love.

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FAVA, FAA meet in Tallahassee 


Will it be a master licen- 
se plan or a flat fee plan to 
replace the despised 7.81 
percent gross receipts tax 
in Florida? Represen- 
tatives from the Florida 
Amusement and Vending 
Association (FAVA) and 
the Family Arcade Al- 
liance (FAA) met in Tal- 
lahassee on March 4 to 
discuss which course of 
action might be more pal- 
atable to the _ state 
legislature. 

The FAVA side consis- 
ted of Steve Piantieri, 
Manley Lawson, Bill Mil- 
ler, and Ken Starling. 
There on the FAA’s behalf 
were Scott Neslund, Rich- 
ard Salem, and Richard 
Greco, the former mayor 
of Tampa. Greco repre- 
sents the DeBartolo- 
owned Fun ‘N Games ar- 
cade chain, which has o- 
ver 20 game rooms in 
Florida. Edward DeBar- 
tolo is considered to wield 
the most influence in the 
alliance. Joining the two 
factions at the meeting 
was Jose Diez-Arguellas, 
staff director of the House 
Finance and Tax Commit- 
tee. 

The representatives a- 
greed to submit a bill that 
calls for a master license 
plan similar to what ex- 
ists in Georgia, but with 
modifications. Machine 
owners (the term for “op- 
erator” in Florida) would 
pay $250 for each of the 
first 10 machines and $15 
each thereafter. The 
backup plan calls for a 
flat $45 per machine 
license fee. Piantieri, the 
president of FAVA, says 


some legislators have in- 
dicated a preference for 
the master license plan, 
while others prefer the 
flat fee because they 
perceive it to be fairer for 
the “little guy.” 

‘This isn’t a situation of 
the big guys vs. the little 
guys, with us trying to 
force the master license 
plan down their throats,” 
Piantieri said. ‘“‘The 
primary thing it does is 
get rid of the gross 
receipts tax, which no one 
can stand. Since it went 
into effect in July 1992, 20 
percent of the game 
rooms in Florida have 
gone out of business. 

‘Second, we all agree 
that the state needs 
money. Let’s give them a 
plan that’s self-regu- 
lating. Everyone would 
have to get a master 
license, and the other 
license-holders would 
know about unlicensed 
machines way before the 
Department of Revenue 
conducts an audit. Ma- 
chine owners would be 
able to contact the 
department to report 
unlicensed machines, so 
that everyone pays their 


fair share. Having a rela- 
tively high license fee 
would give the depart- 
ment more incentive to 
collect the money. Under 
the flat fee arrangement, 
why go after a guy with 
three machines—to col- 
lect $135? It’s not worth 
it, 

A master license plan 
also targets the “cherry 
pickers,” Piantieri says, 
referring to those 
machine owners who on- 
ly buy a handful of high- 
earning pieces. 

‘Studies show that the 
smaller the number of 
machines a machine ow- 
ner has, the larger his per 
machine average is,” he 
said. “A cherry picker will 
typically buy a few pool 


tables, make good money, 
but not bother with equip- 
ment fees because he fig- 
ures he’s so small, who’s 
going to bother him? But 
if we tie the master license 
plan to a relatively high 
license fee for the first few 
machines, i.e., pool tables, 
which corresponds to the 
relatively high income for 
those machines, then the 
fee is appropriate for the 
income the machines 
generate.” 

A bill calling for a flat 
fee will only be introduc- 
ed if the master license 
bill doesn’t muster 
enough votes. But each of 
them would replace the 
gross receipts tax. The 
legislature was to be in 
session until late March. 





Bouncing Bandit certified 


The New Jersey Depart- 
ment of Consumer Af- 
fairs/Legalized Games of 
Chance Control Commis- 
sion recently certified the 
Bouncing Bandit redemp- 
tion game by new manu- 
facturer Amutronics Inc. 
of Asbury Park, N.J. 

State certification is 


needed in New Jersey 
before games can be 
operated as redemption 
games in the state’s many 
amusement arcades. 
Bouncing Bandit is a 
bouncing ball game that 
challenges players to ob- 
tain winning symbol 
combinations. 








The Arizona House 
passed a statewide casino 
gambling ban on March 
4, giving Gov. Fife Sym- 
ington the legal ammuni- 
tion he wanted to fight the 
spread of Indian gaming. 
The legislation would ban 
all casino-type gambling 
in Arizona, including 
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Arizona to ban casinos 


Charity “casino nights.” 
“What we’re talking 
about here is protecting 
Arizona and our quality 
of life and balancing that 
with the needs of the 
tribes,’ Symington said. 
This is the latest exam- 
ple of backlash against

Approval near for anti-copy group 


The creation of an enti- 
ty known as the Anti- 
Counterfeiting Advisory 
Group was to have been 
given formal approval at 
an AAMA board meeting 
in mid-March, according 
to AAMA executive vice 
president Bob Fay. He ex- 
pects things to be opera- 
tional on or about April 1. 

‘This is the first time 
there’s been establish- 
ment of an international 
group to fight counter- 
feiting on a worldwide 
basis,” Fay said. “It’s be- 
ing funded by (Japan’s) 
JAMMA, with AAMA 
making me available to 
handle administrative 
functions.” BACTA, the 
British trade association, 
has also pledged to com- 


bat the counterfeit 
scourge. 
Fay will hire someone in 


Europe (London, most 
likely), Asia, and South 
America to address coun- 
terfeiting full time. They 
in turn will hire other in- 
vestigators to help with 
these efforts. 

“The reason is that even 
though things in the 
United States and Cana- 
da have improved, a lot of 
AAMA members are ex- 
porting to Latin America, 
where things haven’t im- 
proved,’ Fay said. “We're 
selling more in Mexico, 
but we could be doing a 
lot better if it wasn’t for 
the counterfeiting situa- 
tion.”’

Operators turn out for SCCOA meeting 


The South Carolina 
Coin Operators Associa- 
tion (SCCOA) welcomed 
400 attendees to its an- 
nual meeting and trade 
show, held Feb. 26-28 at 
the Sheraton Hotel and 
Convention Center in Col- 
umbia, S.C. 

According to Helen 
Sikes, secretary /treasur- 
er for the association, the 
event was a huge success. 
A total of 29 exhibitors 
displayed product at 80 
booths. The legality of 
video gaming machines 
(taxed at a hefty $1,500 
per machine per year) 
meant the show floor in- 
cluded a large number of 
poker games and 8-liners, 
in addition to traditional 
amusement equipment. 
South Carolina operators 
also pay an annual $1,000 
operator’s license fee. 

Brady Distributing 
sponsored a Williams 
pinball service school led 
by Tom Cahill; Green 
Coin Machine of Myrtle 
Beach hosted a Seeburg 
jukebox service school 
headed by Ed Blanken- 
beckler. Craig Johnson, 
president of AMOA, was 
the guest speaker at the 
Sunday morning brunch. 

Other events included a 
Friday evening social 
with entertainment, spon- 
sored by Green Coin Ma- 
chine and Southland Dis- 
tributing of Wilmington. 
Palmetto Games of Col- 
umbia hosted a reception 
prior to the Saturday 
night banquet. 

Hugh Andrews of 
Drew’s Distributing Co. in 


Fairforest was elected 
president of the associa- 
tion for 1993-94. Remain-

in the state Senate regar- 
ding regulations for video 
gaming machines. Al- 
though the machines be- 
came legal in 1976, a rul- 
ing by the South Carolina 
Supreme Court three 
years ago brought the 
games into more promi- 
nent focus. 

Since then, especially in 
the past year, alot of new 
people are getting into 
the business and putting 
in alarge enough number 
of machines (up to 30 or 
more) to cause public con- 
cern over proliferation. 

Andrews explained, 
“We fought hard for regu- 
lation last year. A bill 


passed in the Senate but 
failed in the House. Hope- 
fully, this year that won't 
be the case.” 

SCCOA wholehearted- 
ly supports the proposed 
regulations, which would 
limit the number of 
games to eight per loca- 
tion, prohibit advertising 
and inducements to play, 
and require players to be 
21 years old. In addition, it 
calls for operators of the 
equipment to be residents 
of the state for two years. 
The South Carolina Legi- 
slature will be in session 
until June 3. 





Another California city 
considers cigarette ban 





Cigarette vending ma- 
chines are under attack 
again in California, this 
time in the city of El Ca- 
jon, near San Diego. On 
March 2 the City Council, 
acting at the behest of 
Mayor Joan Shoemaker, 
called for legislation that 
would restrict, or possibly 
even ban, the machines in 
El Cajon. The city at- 
torney’s office will draft a 
proposed ordinance for 
council consideration; no 
deadline was set. 

Shoemaker, in pushing 
for the legislation, refer- 
red to a report published 
by the League of Califor- 
nia Cities, which indi- 
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cates that minors ac- 
count for 77 percent of 
Cigarette sales from ven- 
ding machines statewide. 
John Wendt, co-executive 
director of the California 
Coin Machine Associa- 
tion (CCMA), says those 
numbers are way off, but 
he’s not surprised that in- 
flated numbers are being 
used to make the case in 
E] Cajon. 

“It’s happening all over 
the state; I hear about 
things like this every 
week,’ he said. “We get 
our membership out to do 
what they can to fight 
anti-cigarette legislation, 
and we've been success- 
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ful in cities like San Fran- 
cisco, where they allow 
Cigarette machines in 
adult locations. That’s 
about the best we can 
hope for at this point, to 
hold on to what we have 
for as long as possible.” 

A number of cities up 
and down California have 
enacted restrictive legis- 
lation similar to San 
Francisco’s: San Marcos, 
Santa Rosa, Santa Cruz, 
and El Cerrito, for exam- 
ple. But others have bann- 
ed them entirely, such as 
Sacramento, Rancho Mi- 
rage, Santa Monica, and 
Laguna Beach.

Tax measure tabled in New Mexico 


A billin the New Mexico 
Legislature that would’ve 
imposed a 20 percent tax 
on arcade games has 
been tabled in committee, 
according to New Mexico 
state association pres- 
ident Ken Anderson of 
A & B Vending in Albu- 
querque. 

The bill, authored by 
Rep. Albert Gurule, called 
for a nickel tax on arcade 
games, with the money 
raised to be earmarked 
for gang-prevention pro- 


grams. But representa- 
tives of the Vending 
Amusement and Music 
Operators Association 
met with him and per- 
suaded him to table his 
bill in committee; it isn’t 
expected to come up 
again this session. 

‘We had a discussion 
with Mr. Gurule and con- 
vinced him that it was an 
absolutely ridiculous 
tax,’ Anderson said. “He 
wasn't targeting our in- 
dustry, per se. He was just 


looking for funding for an 
anti-gang program and 
was under the impression 
that arcades contributed 
to gang activity, but we 
were able to show him 
that arcades do just the 
opposite, that they give 
kids something to do to 
stay out of gangs. 

‘We also convinced 
him that such a tax would 
put the arcades out of 
business. Mr. Gurule 
didn’t realize that in our 
industry, a nickel tax 





amounts to a 20 percent 
tax that we can’t pass on. 
We already pay a 5.18 
(rounded off) percent 
gross receipts tax, so this 
tax would've had us pay- 
ing 25.18 percent per 
game. But we educated 
him about our business 
and convinced him to 
table the bill. He’s looking 
to fund his program 
through another area 
and is leaving us alone.”’ 








After seven years of bat- 
tling the IRS, Collins 
Music Co. of Greenville, 
S.C., has emerged victori- 
ous. In late January, U.S. 
District Judge Henry Her- 
long Jr. ordered the IRS to 
refund over $2 million to 
Collins Music for failing 
to refund 1985 and 1986 
tax overpayments and for 
erroneously assessing 
penalties that weren't 
due. 

Fred Collins, chairman 
and CEO, said the IRS 
audited the company and 
challenged the method of 
depreciation used to de- 
termine depreciation ex- 
pense for video games. 
Since the advent of video 
games in the ‘70s, Collins 
Music had deducted de- 
preciation expense for 
videos over a three-year 
period. The IRS believed 
that under the Economic 
Recovery Tax Act (ERTA) 
of 1981, video games were 
required to be deprecia- 


ted over five years. 

The IRS therefore ad- 
justed the company’s in- 
come tax returns for 1982 
and 1983 to reflect deprec- 
iation based on a five- 
year write-off and assess- 
ed taxes, penalties, and 
interest on the underpay- 
ment. Collins Music vol- 
untarily paid additional 
taxes and interest for 
1984, reflecting such a 
five-year write-off, and fil- 
ed a claim for refund for 
1985 and 1986. The IRS ac- 
cepted the amended re- 
turn and payment for 
1984, yet refused to refund 
the taxes for 1985 and 
1986. 

In making its findings, 
the court ruled that the 
IRS, “without any founda- 
tion or reason or support 
whatsoever, failed to 
allow the depreciation for 
machines in their fourth 
and fifth year. The gov- 
ernment has offered no 
justification whatsoever 
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for this failure.’’ The 
court, however, said that 
Collins Music must abide 
by existing regulations 
and depreciate videos 
over five years. The com- 
pany is appealing this 
point, believing that three

years is the correct period 
of time. 

In sum, Collins said, “It 
took seven years to get a 
judgment; we’re anxious 
to see how long it takes 
for us to get the cash in 
the bank.” 








New Jersey reverses 


position on keno 


The New Jersey Lottery 
Commission has reversed 
its plans to launch keno 
gambling, killing the pro- 
gram that was to start in 
March. GTECH would’ve 
provided the equipment 
and services. 

The commission had 
voted on Jan. 14 to allow 
16 hours of keno daily in 
hundreds of restaurants 
and bars throughout the 
state. But it bowed to the 
wishes of Gov. James 
Florio, who requested 
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that the keno plan be 
scrapped until the state 
studies the impact of all 
its gambling programs. 

According to New Jer- 
sey press accounts, oppo- 
sition to keno had begun 
to mount in the legisla- 
ture, the casino industry, 
and the Catholic Church. 
The latter feared keno 
would undermine its ef- 
forts to raise money 
for parochial schools 
through church bingo 
games.

Kansas governor addresses 
state association meeting 


Gov. Joan Finney of Kansas. 


The Kansas Automatic 
Merchandising Associa- 
tion (KAMA) staged its 
annual conference /legis- 
lative planning meeting 
in late January, and this 
year it featured an ap- 
pearance by Gov. Joan 
Finney. Over 100 atten- 
dees turned out for the 
day-long event, held in 
Topeka, Kan. 

Finney, a strong backer 
of the small business ob- 
jectives and tax reform in- 
itiatives of the associa- 
tion, pledged her support 
for the operator-involved 
video lottery program 
pursued in the legislature 
last year. She was also en- 
couraged by KAMA’s 
growing involvement in 
legislative activities. 

Anew video lottery bill, 
with minor changes, is ex- 
pected to be introduced in 
the legislature this ses- 
sion. A large percentage 





of the legislators are new- 
ly elected members who 
may not be familiar with 
video lottery. The legis- 
lature is also expected to 
deal with a proposal by 
Steve Wynn of Mirage 
Resorts in Las Vegas to 
build a land-based casino 
in Kansas City, as well as 
disputes arising over In- 
dian compacts signed by 
the governor in 1992 but 
not voted on by the 
legislature. 

Other guest speakers 
were Ralph Decker, direc- 
tor of the Kansas Lottery, 
who talked about the 
growing lottery program; 
Charles Ross of Innova- 
tive Management Con- 
sultants in Dallas, who 
discussed location profit 
and ROI analysis; 
Charles Brooke of Video 
Lottery Consultants and 
Tom Howell of Interna- 
tional Game Technology, 
who spoke of video lottery 
efforts in other states; and 
Jim Davey, former direc- 
tor of the Oregon Lottery, 
who discussed _ that 
state’s initial efforts in 
developing a video lottery 
program. 

Also announced at the 
meeting was KAMA’s an- 
nual Distinguished Ser- 
vice Award, which was 
presented to Stan Chilton 
of Chilton Vending and 
Jack Stevens of Commer- 
cial Vending, both from 
Wichita.

New kiddie ride company in U.S. 


Elektro-Mobiltechnic of 
Germany, known to most 
in the industry simply as 
EMT, is entering the 
North American market- 
place with the first line of 
“safety-certified”’ kiddie 
rides. According to EMT 
president Ulli Kunnecke, 
all of the rides being of- 
fered to American and 
Canadian operators 
(through EMT-America in 
Chicago) have been test- 
ed to UL safety standards 
through ETL and TUV 
labs in Europe. All EMT 
rides will bear the recog- 
nized ETL Safety Inspec- 
tion Seal. 

How important is the 
safety seal to kiddie ride 
operators? “It’s not just 
important anymore,”’ 
Kunnecke said. “It’s be- 
coming absolutely nec- 
essary, a requirement by 
many governmental a- 
gencies and location 
owners.” 

Many locations, especi- 
ally lucrative sites like 
shopping malls and chain 
stores, won't allow kiddie 
rides unless they’ve been 
inspected for safety and 
bear the seal of a recog- 
nized independent test- 
ing laboratory. “Not only 
that, but operators will 
find that when it comes to 
kiddie rides, liability in- 
Surance will become 
more necessary to carry 
and harder to get without 
safety certification,’ Kun- 
necke said. 

Among the rides being 
offered in North America 
by the 20-year-old EMT 
are the Dozer, a real- 
looking bulldozer com- 
plete with two electrical 





motors, multi-movement 
controls, bulldozer 
sounds, and an LED light- 
filled dashboard; the 
Super Copter, an ani- 
mated sky ride complete 
with radio chatter from 
the tower and a swooping 
cockpit; an eye-catching 
red Ferrari Racer; and 
Stream Boat and Crocky. 

EMT is arecent acquisi- 
tion of NSM Aktien- 
gesellschaft, also located 
in Germany and well- 
known in North America 
for its line of “Hyperbeam 
CD” jukeboxes. EMT- 
America will headquarter 
in NSM-America’s Chica- 
go facility during its start- 
up months.

“I 
gave Roger this award because of 
his lifelong dedication to the game 
of pinball,” Epstein said. “Without 
his constant caring for the better- 
ment of pinball and his zealous at- 
titude about its promotion, we 
wouldn't be where we are today. 
Recognizing Roger in this way is 
something I felt compelled to do. In 
fact, it’s a privilege.” 


The nitty-gritty 

There was only one day of quaili- 
fying at PAPA 2, and players 
waited in line in aroom that wasn’t 
particularly large. The result was a 
charged, electric atmosphere. In 
contrast, PAPA 3 employed two 
days of qualifying before the finals 
on Valentine’s Day. This, factored 
in with a larger room, additional 
machines, and weather that caus- 
ed players to show up in dribs and 
drabs, made for qualifying rounds 
that lacked PAPA 2’s energy.

misses and grab the prize? 

When the field had been whittled 
down to nine, the semifinal round, 
a name emerged as one to watch: 
Joseph “Jelly” Cartagena of Man- 
hattan. Jelly was the champion of 
PAPA 1 but wasn’t a factor in 
PAPA 2, largely because he was 
playing with a broken wrist. He 
kept a low profile at PAPA 3, 
waiting until late Saturday to 
come in and qualify. But now a 
healthy Jelly was in the semis, and 
he could spell trouble. 

Stetta and Rosenhouse made it 
to the semis but couldn’t elevate 
their play to reach the finals. The 
coveted four spots were claimed by 
Cartagena, Sheats, Illinois’ Dave 
Hegge, and Connecticut’s Sergio 
Stanko Jr. 

Hegge and Stanko played well 
but finished three-four; the battle 
for supremacy was between Car-

tagena and Sheats. Down the row 
of pinballs they went, with Car- 
tagena grabbing the early lead, on- 
ly to have Sheats come roaring 
back. Their mano a mano en- 
counter finally led them to 
Williams’ White Water, the game 
that would determine the pinball 
king. The crowd pulled up chairs 
and gathered ‘round the anxious 
combatants. It literally came down 
to the last ball, and after it had 
drained, Sheats was the one who 
raised his arms in victory. PAPA 
had its new champion and bearer 
of that most coveted title, World’s 
Greatest Pinball Player. 

Sheats also took home $3,000, a 
vacation at Caesars Pocono 
Resort, and a trophy. Cartagena, 
Hegge, and Stanko all won pla- 
ques and $1,500, $750, and $500 in 
prize money, respectively. 

There was plenty of action going 
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on outside of the A Division, 
however. The majority of the com- 
batants were average to above- 
average players who came simply 
for the love of the game. For exam- 
ple, Mike Konik, who’s free-lanced 
for numerous magazines and 
newspapers in New York, attend- 
ed PAPA 2 as ajournalist last year. 
This year he returned—as a player 
in the B Division. 

‘Many of us were athletes in high 
school and still have that com- 
petitive edge, but we've gotten up 
there in years,” he said. ““Our 
muscles and joints can’t take the 
contact sports any more, but with 
pinball we can shove the machines 
around a bit and get excited. After 
last year’s tournament I started go- 
ing to The Broadway Arcade and 
playing in a PAPA league there. 
Now I’m hooked, which I guess is 
the point!”

Championships Weekend.’ It 
recognized PAPA and the con- 
tributions it’s made to New York 
City.”

Among those covering PAPA 3 
were CNN, ABC Worldwide, En- 
tertainment Tonight, Good Morn- 
ing America, People, The Sydney 
(Australia) Morning Herald, 
Reuters, The New York Times, 
Newsday, and assorted other New 
York area media.

dollars worth of free publicity from 
all the press here. And money was 
raised for a great charity, the New 
York Special Olympics. That’s a 
Win-win-win situation, not a 
negative. Remember, this was just 
the third PAPA championships. A 
lot of people don’t know about it 
yet. 

‘People come here because they 
love pinball. They don’t spend good 
money for airfare just for a chance 
at some prize money. They come 
because the 20 best players in the 
world are here, and they want to 
test their skills against the best.” 

Seninsky added that by holding 
PAPA 3 a week later than last 
year’s tournament, they lost some 
of their contacts with New York’s 
professional athletes. The baseball 
players, for example, were in Fort 
Lauderdale and Port St. Lucie, Fla., 
for spring training. It also happen-

that involved snow, a definite 
deterrent to travel within the city. 
“But all in all, this was another 
positive event for pinball and the 
coin-op industry,’ he said. 

The media attention is nice, says 
Steve Epstein, but when the lights 
and the microphones are put 
away, what matters is how PAPA 
and the concept of competitive pin- 
ball make things better for

members of the coin-op industry. 

“The positive images and the 
positive publicity are there, but in 
the long run does the industry real- 
ly care about that?” he said. ““The 
manufacturers care about what's 
going to sell more pinball 
machines, and the operators care 
about what’s going to earn them 
more money. I understand that. 
But I think the idea of competitive 
pinball makes that possible. 

“Tf you give the players more in- 
centives to play—the fun of com- 
petition, the thrill of learning and 
getting better, and the ability to 
one day become a champion—the 
audience will be solidified. They 
will become more dedicated to pin- 
ball, which leads to more coins in 
the cash box and more equipment 
being bought from the manufac- 
turers. I firmly believe this. I’ve 
seen it work here, and it can work 
elsewhere.” (J

T unica, Miss., population 1,175, 

is an unlikely spot to find elec- 
tronic gaming devices, blackjack 
tables, roulette wheels, and 
crowds. Nearby towns bear unfa- 
miliar names: Eudora, Savage, and 
Senatobia. Up until late 1992, local 
industry included only a pillow fac- 
tory and acatfish farm. The advent 
of dockside gaming has changed 
the face of Tunica and given it a 
new future. 

While much of the focus has 
been on the larger coastal cities of 
Biloxi and Gulfport, the positive ef- 
fects of the new gaming ventures 
around the state have perhaps 
been most profoundly felt in 
Tunica County. It held the distinc- 
tion of being the poorest county in 
America in 1980. 

The center of attention, and the 
city of Tunica’s largest single 


employer, is the Splash Casino, 
which opened in late 1992. The 
casino is a barge on the river; 
Mississippi law does not require 
actual seagoing vessels. Of the 
1,103 casino employees, 420 are 
from Tunica County. 


mers, enough to warrant construc- 
ting a huge $150,000 high-tech tent 
to house patrons waiting to enter 
the casino. The tent is equipped 
with a big-screen TV and a bar to 
make the wait more comfortable. 
Splash charges $10 per person to

Six partners with backgrounds 
in casino operations saw the poten- 
tial in Tunica and began working 
on the project as soon as the coun- 
ty voted in favor of dockside gam- 
ing in alocal referendum last year. 

The city’s proximity to the large 
population center around Mem- 
phis, Tenn., (45 minutes away) 


means a steady stream of custo-

Among the game of- 
ferings are 653 Bally Gaming ma- 
chines (573 slots and 80 pokers). 
More games are on order, accor- 
ding to slot manager Fred Roach, 
who has creatively placed them in 
every corner of the facility. Roach 
has over 15 years of slot manage- 
ment experience in Las Vegas. 


“It's just going gangbusters 
here,’ he said. “This really is a slot 
manager’s dream come true. | 
have a customer for every ma- 
chine.” The challenge has been fin- 
ding a machine for every customer. 
To that end, Roach has converted 
a former lounge area into machine 
space and replaced a band area 
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with high-denomination slots. The 
existing restaurant will soon be 
moved to a spot on land adjacent to 
the casino, allowing more space for 
machines. 

Is business that good? Said 
Roach: “Handle-wise, we're doing 
five times as much as a typical Las 
Vegas strip casino of comparable 
size. Even my worst machine here 
is a quarter machine doing $300 a 
day.” 

Roach credits Splash’s success to 
the “personal touch” philosophy. 
‘We're small enough to recognize 
our good customers,” he noted. His 
approach of assigning each casino 
floor person to an individual area 
is one way for employees to learn 
specific machines and customers. 
“It’s a strategy that works,” added 
Roach. VIP passes are issued to the 
best customers. 

A healthy jackpot return also 
pleases customers. Said Roach: 
“You've got to pay jackpots to keep 
customers happy, and we pay alot 
of them.” 

In addition to the popular elec- 
tronic games, Splash offers 23 
blackjack tables, five craps tables, 
two roulette wheels, six poker 
tables, and one Big Six game. All 
table games have a minimum $10 
bet. All electronic games use 
tokens. 

Economically, Splash Casino 
has infused the one-stoplight town 
with a shot of adrenalin. In addi- 
tion to the direct results of better- 
paying jobs created by the casino, 
indirect results include the open- 
ing of a new restaurant and the 
possibility of re-opening the local 
hospital. 

While many areas of the country 
struggle with proposed gaming 
legislation, whether full-blown 
casinos or limited stakes video 
gaming, the small town success 
story in Tunica is a testament to 
the benefits. UJ

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ver seven years of writing 

new product descriptions 
has taken its toll. I could write 
some of them in my sleep: often 
the supplied material could ac- 
tually put you to sleep. Press 
releases are sometimes over- 
blown, filled with every adjective 
in the book and new ones in- 
vented for the occasion. It takes 
forever to wade through the hype 
and get to the object of the game. 
Others are so vague that even a 
follow-up phone call garners lit- 
tle in the way of fleshing out the 
story line. 

Here’s the tally of new pro- 
ducts for the last 7-1/2 years, 
along with memorable titles: 
1986 — 156 (Rampage, [kari War- 
riors, Arkanoid, Pinbot); 1987 — 
204 (Double Dragon, Tecmo 
Bowl, Quarterback, Road Blas- 
ters); 1988 — 171 (Shinobi, Chase 
H.Q., NARC, Capcom Bowling); 
1989 — 212 (Big Mouth, Pop-A- 
Ball, Elvira, Hard Drivin’). 1990 — 
182 (Pit-Fighter, Final Fight, 
Whirlwind, Cisco Heat); 1991 — 
210 (Mad Dog McCree, Steel 
Gunner, Terminator 2, Sunset 
Riders); 1992 — 216 (Fatal Fury, 
The Addams Family, SF II Cham- 
pion,X-Men, Mortal Kombat, Vir- 
tua Racing); 1993 — 70 so far. The 
grand total: 1,421 new titles! 

After all this time, similarities 
in game vital statistics become 
apparent. A typical video game 
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description: One- to four-player 
interactive fighter with buy-in 
and game continuation. The 
player becomes one of 280 dif- 
ferent grotesque or incredibly 
muscular characters with dis- 
tinctive martial arts moves re- 
cently discovered in one of the 
heretofore missing Dead Sea 
Scrolls. (Well, it’s almost typical.) 

A typical pinball game des- 
cription: You can rack up 369 
kazillion points in one shot! All 
you have to do is move seven flip- 
pers at the exact moment Big 
Ben strikes midnight in London 
and you also get a chance at 
12-ball maxi-ball play. All the 
while you are serenaded by a 
sound system that Eddie Van 
Halen would envy. 

A typical redemption game 
description: Shoot, throw, 
bounce, or gobble 10,000 ping 
pong balls to gain points and 
earn enough tickets to sink the 
Queen Elizabeth II. Ping pong 
may have arrived as an Olympic 
sport, but the amusement indus- 
try does its share to support the 
ping pong ball industry. 

For a time it seemed that all the 
game themes were the same. 
“You've never seen anything like 
it before!’ gushed one manufac- 
turer’s representative a few 
years ago. “The player pilots a 
helicopter on arescue mission to 
find his comrades in the jungle.” 
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At the time, everything sounded 
like this game scenario. 

What a nice surprise this issue 
to find games with different 
themes and a little imagination 
and humor thrown in to keep us 
all sane. Whether or not they will 
make a big impression remains 
to be seen. 

At least the choice includes — 
in addition to sophisticated 
fighters — a submarine battle, a 
cool new driver, an air hockey 
table in ‘90s colors, a realistic 
basketball video with the NBA’s 
blessing, skeet shooting, a re- 
demption game with a wheel 
control, classic TV cartoon char- 
acters on a pinbali playfield, and 
a tongue-in-cheek cowpoke ad- 
venture everyone can enjoy. 

Doing the “What’s New” game 
section is one of my more plea- 
surable tasks. Browsing through 
the 1,421 titles was a trip down 
nostalgia lane. When I entered 
the industry in 1985 coin-op was 
coming back from “the great 
slump.” Then along came High 
Speed and Gauntlet to change 
the face of the industry. I can’t 
wait to see what comes across 
my desk as game title 1,422!

f you said that the coin ma- 

chine industry has changed 
over the past few years, you'd get 
very few arguments. It has chang- 
ed.

Video game manufacturers have 
also seen their highs and lows in an 
unpredictable atmosphere. Some 
have made it, some have not. One 
company that has not only surviv- 
ed but thrived over its brief 11-year 
history in the United States is 
Konami. 

From humble beginnings when it 
was formed in Japan, through lean 
times and arise to fame with some 
memorable games, Konami has re- 
mained a force to be reckoned with 
in the coin-op industry.

We chatted with national sales 
and marketing director Frank 
Pellegrini, who has been with the 
company for nine years, and sales 
manager Mike Kubin, who has 
four years tenure, about the past, 
present, and future of the industry 
and their company’s plans to face 
it head on. 

‘Konami is a diverse company,” 
explained Frank. ‘““While we may 
be best known for video games 
geared toward street operators, we 
are also a company devoted to 
working with all types of new 
technology both for street and ar- 
cade locations. ’’ 

Konami's recent hit, Lethal En- 
forcers, certainly proves its dedica- 
tion to providing street operators 
with games that will make them 
money. But another hit, X-Men, isa 
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Susan McWilliams and Carmen Tiritilli.

prime example of Konami's pro- 
mise of providing the latest 
technology for arcades, too. “Every 
arcade operator who knows his 
business has a six-player X-Men to 
attract players,’ noted Frank. “It is 
an exceptional piece for arcades.”’ 

Even with its success with arcade 
pieces like X-Men and Teenage 
Mutant Ninja Turtles, Konami 
views street operators as the major 
portion of its business. “Some com- 
panies like Sega and Namco 
specialize in the huge, expensive 
games designed specifically for the 
family amusement centers that are 
becoming more and more popu- 
lar,’ Frank said. “And there is a 
need for that type of equipment. 
However, street operators need 
equipment for their locations and 
we are determined to give them 


what they need and want.” 

Part of providing the necessary 
games involves think-tank ses- 
sions with operators. Mike ex- 
pounded on this: “We sit down 
with operators and hear their ideas 
and suggestions. From there we 
get a much better understanding 
of what we must do to give them 
what they need.” 

Frank and Mike admit that street 
operators are besieged by their 
own unique problems—drunk driv- 
ing laws and a general down-turn 
in the bar business—which have 
made them much more discrimi- 
nating in what they buy. “These 
operators can’t afford to make too 
many mistakes in equipment pur- 
chases. They generally operate 
music, pool, and darts with a lot of 
success. They know they can hard- 
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ly go wrong with purchasing these 
products. However, when buying 
video games they need some assur- 
ance that what they are buying will 
be the right choice,” said Mike. 

Konami is sensitive to operators’ 
buying dilemma and has set up a 
system of testing games that 
eliminates much of the guesswork. 
‘We do extensive testing on our 
games before we even think about 
selling them. And yes, we have 
tested games that were disappoint- 
ments and they were never taken 
any further than the testing stage. 
The games we Sell have been 
through a rigorous test procedure 
on our end,” Frank said. 

Mike added that operators are 
doing much more of their own 
testing in addition to what Konami 
does. “Operators that once order- 
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Jerry Korbecki (I) and George Limonez. 
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ed 30 or 40 games are often opting 
to take two or three first. They will 
put them out and track the earn- 
ings before committing to more. 
They are taking a wait-and-see at- 
titude more than they used to,” he 
said. 

But that wait-and-see attitude is 
OK with Konami because it is con- 
fident in its products. ““We know 
that every game won't be a Street 
Fighter I, but we also know that 
operators will make more than a 
fair return on our games,” Frank 
said. 

And how does Konami feel about 
Capcom’s hit series, Street Fighter, 
Street Fighter II, and Street 
Fighter II: Champion Edition? 
‘Games like these come along very 
rarely. These games have had a 
positive effect on all video game 
manufacturers because operators 
made money and the entire indus- 
try prospered,” said Frank. “I com- 
pare it to the movie industry. 
When a really great movie comes 
along, it benefits the entire movie 
industry. It affords the movie- 
makers the financial assurance to 
make even better movies. A good 
movie promotes the industry; 
everyone in it, from film-makers to 
the audience, benefits.”’ 

Mike and Frank explained that 
the video game industry is not 
simply game manufacturers com- 


peting against other game manu- 
facturers. It is the video game in- 
dustry competing with other forms 
of entertainment. “I’m sure you've 
seen and heard of roller blades. 
Well, this sport has gone from 
nothing to a half billion dollar in- 
dustry in only a few years. The 
roller bladers are the video game 
players. We are all after that same 
entertainment dollar,” said Mike.

earnings. One of those tools is the 
presentation of the game. The 
game is our billboard. We insist on 
exciting, attractive decals and art- 
work that will entice players into 
the location. If players are not 
drawn to the games, like the movie- 
goers, they will be satisfied staying 
home to play their home systems.

Mike and Frank feel that it is im- 
portant to offer players what they 
can’t get at home, and they should 
know: Konami is also a major 
player in the home market.

Information Is 
your future 


A re you being deluged by paper 
at your office? Are you con- 
stantly trying to catch up with your 
work load? It’s time for you to 
move ahead with a plan to get 
things under control, to maximize 
all of your resources. 

One of the most amazing tools at 
your disposal is your computer. I 
know, you already have one, but 
you may be unaware of the many 
resources it places at your finger- 
tips. Let’s take a look at specific 
ways to access incredible stocks of 
information, which can reduce: 1) 
the load on your personnel, 2) the 
flow of paper through your office 
and filing cabinets, and 3) the load 
on your phone system. 

The most important commodity 
with which you and your staff deal 
is information. The effective flow of 
information can make all the dif. 
ference in the world. An efficient, 
automated information system is 
the heart of any organized busi- 
ness effort. In the coming years you 
will either get a system or suffer 
from the lack of one. 

The keys to unlocking a wealth of 
information are a phone line anda 
FAX/modem card. This device, 
when in your computer, will allow 
the computer to communicate with 
other computers and FAX ma- 
chines. With the modem half of the

card you can exchange informa- 
tion with other computers by 
phone. The exchange of text, im- 
ages, and even whole programs is 
made easy this way. I understand 
that you probably already know 
this, but did you know about the 
resources available to you via the 
modem? 

The Small Business Administra- 
tion, for example, has a toll-free 
number — (800) 859-4636 — for pub- 
lic use. Call, via modem, and you 
can access a great deal of helpful 
information on import/export and 
many other areas of interest. 
When you call you will be asked a 
series of questions; type in the 
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answers and you will gain free ac- 
cess to this information. 

Other on-line services, such as 
Bix, give vast compilations of high- 
tech information from around the 
world. You can also seek the ad- 
vice of many knowledgeable peo- 
ple directly through these systems. 
They can reached at (800) 695-4005, 
which is a voice line. 

One of my personal favorites is 
Delphi. This system costs only $20 
a month for 20 hours of access, with 
a $1.80 per hour charge after that. 
This net (connection by phone) will 
allow you to E-mail (the electronic 
equivalent of a post office, only 
much faster) to other members a- 
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round the world in minutes. You 
can even real-time conference with 
them, download whole software 
packages, or read the news wire in 
its raw form. 

Delphi also offers a portal to In- 
ternet, one of the largest systems 
around and an outstanding re- 
source for any technical endeavor. 
It allows you to net with univer- 
sities, groups, and individuals, 
which I’m sure you'll find very 
useful. 

These are only a few of the ser- 
vices and contacts which Delphi 
provides. You can reach Delphi 
customer service for more informa- 
tion at (800) 695-4005. (Bix and 
Delphi are both owned by General 
Videotex Corp.; that’s why their 
phone numbers are the same.) For 
a more complete list of resources, 
try a copy of the magazines On 
Line or Board Watch. They are 
geared directly toward the on-line 
systems available to the public.

The power this type of communi- 
cations technology places in your 
hands is incredible. You can hold 
meetings without being in the 
same room—or the same state! You 
can set up temporary bulletin 
boards for posting all the informa- 
tion involved in group decisions. 
Everyone involved can study the 
information before the meeting, 
add to it, and be better prepared to 
reach an effective decision. 

Then there’s ‘“group-ware,”’ a 
new type of software that allows a 
group of people to link their com- 
puters together at the same time. It 
functions like holding a meeting 
where one person moderates. The 
computers all have the same infor- 


mation on their respective screens. 
The moderator can then give con- 
trol of what the group sees to any 
individual with a point to be made. 
With the addition of a voice con- 
ference call, this becomes a very 
functional meeting—without the 
expense or trouble of gathering 
everyone together in one place.

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Legislators had 
unrealistic views 


| en years ago, the industry was 

facing the startling truth that 
a shake-out was inevitable. Mike 
Shaw, Play Meter’s associate 
editor, said, “The signs of an in- 
dustry shake-out are undeniable. 
At Bally, where 3,600 games a week 
were rolling off the lines during the 
height of Pac-mania at this time 
last year, the production rate has 
fallen to about 1,000 games a 
week.”’ 

Despite the industry’s woes, state 
legislators were still clawing at in- 
dustry pursestrings to finance just 
about everything that needed 
financing. Here’s afew outrageous 
examples: In North Carolina, a 
senator claimed he could cure the 
school system’s problems with the 
$5 million he thought could be tax- 
ed out of operators at $200 per 
game. He claimed that video 
games were bringing in $400 per 
day and were gold mines for the 
people who owned them! 

In Tennessee the plan was to 
charge each operator a $1,000 
license fee and $200 per game after 
hearing reports that the games 
could possibly be linked to juvenile 
crime. In Indiana, legislation was 
introduced to tax game revenues 
at 20 percent to finance social ser- 
vices programs. They estimated 
the gross receipts tax would net the 
state $20 million a year! 

The reasoning in Kansas, 
though, must be a classic: “I under- 


stand that adults spend their lunch 
hours playing the games. If they 
are that popular we should look at 
them as a source of revenue,’ said 
the Senate majority leader, claim- 
ing the state could raise $2.5 
million by taxing video games. 
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Millie McCarthy, after 23 years 
as president of the New York State 
Coin Machine Association, resign- 
ed. ‘I’ve had it!’’ she told Play 
Meter. Her decision came on the 
heels of the legislative session, 
when she had a difference of opi- 
nion with operators in the western 
part of the state over legislation to 
regulate the industry. McCarthy 
believed the opposition was willing 
to give away too much. “Don't give 
the government anything,” she 
warned. “If you give them a finger, 
they'll have your hand before you 
know it.” 

Mesquite, Texas, was a town that 
burned its name into coin machine 
history in the ‘80s. In 1976, Alad- 
din’s Castle wanted to open an ar- 
cade in anew shopping center go- 
ing up in Mesquite. Aladdin’s 
lawyers soon discovered a non- 
enforced ordinance, left over from 
the bad old days of bingo pinballs, 
prohibiting play on coin-operated 
amusement games by anyone 
under 17 unless accompanied by 
an adult. The city fathers enacted 
a special exception for Aladdin's, 
prompting Aladdin’s to sign a 
10-year lease and spend $80,000 
decorating. However, the police 
chief found out that Aladdin’s was 
owned by Bally and turned up 
some of Bally’s alleged unsavory 
underworld ties. He announced 
that Mesquite was not going to 
allow the “‘coso nostro’”’ (sic) to 
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move in. A lengthy court battle was 
followed by all in the industry. In- 
dustry attorney Rufus King penn- 
ed an article in April ‘83 reviewing 
the case. 

Although the industry was brac- 
ing for the bust that was coming, 
there was hope that AOE ‘83 would 
have something that would spark 
new life into the video game 
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in stock or work with our tal- 
ented staff to create your own 
custom line.

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disc players used on the games 
were never intended for contin- 
uous use and caused a myriad of 
problems. 

In other news 10 years ago, while 
the industry awaited a court deci- 
sion that could impact the sale of 
enhancement kits, the defendant, 
Update Kits Inc., decided not to 
wait. The company delivered its 
Cute-See kits to customers despite 
an injunction that Midway suc- 
cessfully petitioned, claiming the 
kit was too much like the Pac-Man 
game it was designed to enhance. 
Also Digital controls introduced 
Little Casino, proclaiming it an 
amusement-only card game not to 
be confused with “gray area”’ 
games; a video lottery plan was 
beaten down in New Jersey; and 
the National Coin Machine In- 
stitute (NCMD elected its first 
board of directors. 

In several personnel changes 
Jack Mittel left his position at 
Taito, Tom Petit joined Southwest 
Amusements, Frank Ballouz was 
named director of marketing for 
Nintendo, and Steve Blattspeiler 
was hired by Bally. 

The top video games listed on 
Play Meter’s equipment poll were 
Pole Position, Q*Bert, Front Ling, 
Baby Pac-Man, Popeye, Joust, 
Millipede, Moon Patrol, Galaga, 
Ms. Pac-Man, and Jungle Hunt in 
arcade locations.

- onder this fact: an unprece- 
dented number of gaming- 
related proposals (2,800) are on the 
legislative docket for calendar 
year 1993. While legislative will- 
ingness to consider gaming pro- 
posals is encouraging, a flood of 
gaming proposals may muddy the 
water for video lottery efforts 
across the country. 

The ACME seminar, “Video Lot- 
tery — A View to the Future,”’ 
sought to tackle the video lottery 
topic from a new perspective. It 
drew arespectable crowd (80 to be 
exact), but smaller than the burst- 
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Jim Faraldi (I) of James Faraldi & Associates and Rick Currie of WMS Gaming. 
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ing-at-the-seams sessions industry 
members became accustomed to 
in 91 and ‘92. Perhaps this was due 
to the early morning hour of 8 a.m. 
on the first day, or to a frustration 
level in the operating community. 

Bob Harzer of Premier Technol- 
ogy’s Gaming Division moderated; 
panelists included Rick Currie of 
WMS Gaming; Jim Faraldi of 
James Faraldi and Associates, a 
lobbying firm in New York: and 
James Maida of Gaming Labora- 
tories International. 

“Of the six legal video gaming 
jurisdictions in the United States, 
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only three include coin machine 
operators,” said Harzer. He ex- 
plained at the outset that past ses- 
sions had defined video lottery, its 
benefits, and revenue, as well as 
why the coin machine industry 
should be a part of such a program. 
“It’s time to eliminate the old 
topics,’ he added. “This session 
will point out mistakes made in the 
past and look at steps youcan take 
to insure coin machine operator in- 
volvement.”’ 

Rick Currie spoke first and im- 
parted a number of truisms. He 
began, “Video lottery is not just a 
collection of jurisdictions. We must 
think of creating an industry. The 
path to take us to becoming an in- 
dustry is not the path we have 
taken so far. Video lottery pro- 
posals have failed consistently; 
this is indicative of the methods, or 
lack of methods, we have used to

create an industry.” 

As abackdrop, Currie explained 
that the video lottery industry is 
different from coin-op. “We're talk- 
ing about gambling,” he said. “We 
can use all the euphemisms we 
want. Gambling is highly scrutiniz- 
ed and carries the extra baggage of 
being associated with crime. Itisa 
regulated industry; participants 
must be licensed to do business. 
We have to earn that right.” 


Currie’s advice to get the job 
done: understand all parties witha 
vested interest in gambling, 
groups he termed “stakeholders.” 
Among these are state govern- 
ment, local government, law en- 
forcement, tax beneficiaries, the 
state lottery, location owners, pari- 
mutuel wagering, riverboats, In- 
dian casino developments, and 
coin machine operators. 

Next, he mentioned the opposi-

He pointed to the host city of Las

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stakeholders if you want to suc- 
ceed, suggested Currie. He added, 
“We have to dispel the notion that 
gambling revenue is a fixed pie of 
money and that one more slice will 
shrink the pie as far as everyone 
else is concerned. We must posi- 
tion ourselves as aduft entertain- 
ment. There is enough room in the 
pool for everyone to swim.” 

According to Currie, while the 
coin machine industry discusses 
profits, lotteries look at the securi- 
ty and integrity of a gaming 
system. “They don’t care about 
raising money,’ said Currie. “We 
can’t go in with a profit margin 
mentality.” 

Other significant quotes: 

“Too much success in the world 
of gambling is a political liability. It 
can become one more obstacle to 
Overcome.’ “You can stop any- 
thing, but it takes Superman to

ting community has been the Lone 
Ranger and he got killed.

“Carve out a niche. Sell the

Jim Faraldi, a lobbyist since 1982, 
discussed designing coalitions. He 
pointed to his home state, where 
the video lottery effort includes 
AMOA New York and the Hotel, 
Restaurant, and Tavern Associa- 
tion. 

“We believe we have a tight piece 
of legislation,” he said. “A year and 
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a half ago the state was broke.” 
This despite having the highest 
taxes in the country. 

How does he see the video lottery 
proposal? “Here we have a reve- 
nue enhancer. It is our job to edu- 
cate the governor and the legisla- 
ture. The governor has said he real- 
ly doesn’t want to do this, but we 
need the revenue.” 

Faraldi advised forming coali- 
tions, targeting groups no longer 
receiving money from the state. “If 
there isn’t enough money, these 
groups will have to take a cut in 
funds.” In New York state this 
category includes the teachers, 
who feel the crunch of budget cuts. 

“Our biggest problem is educa- 
tion on the subject of video lottery,” 
he said. “You'd be surprised how 
many people don’t know how it 
works. The technical questions 
keep coming about security, inte- 
grity, and accountability. Tele- 
phone unions came to us and 
wanted to know all about video lot- 
tery.” 

Misinformation results in un- 
founded fears, such as this one ex- 
pressed by Faraldi: “I don’t wanta 
One-armed bandit in my conven- 
ience store!”’ 

Faraldi mentioned the impor- 





tance of the local media and its 
perception of video lottery. He also 
pointed to churches, synogogues, 
and Gamblers Anonymous as 
groups with concerns. In New 
York, Gamblers Anonymous was 
approached and the proposed leg- 
islation subsequently includes 
funds to assist compulsive 
gamblers. 

He explained that bureaucrats 
don’t want privatization. Patron- 
age 1S rampant and privatization 
can affect the ability to grant jobs. 
As an example, the clerk in the 
OTB is probably a relative of a 
committee member. Currie was in 
agreement on this point, noting 
that “a perk and tool of govern- 
ment is patronage employment.’ 

James Maida, whose testing 
laboratory is the leader in this 
emerging industry, is a well-known 
and respected expert on video 
lottery. 

“It is our job to referee,” said 
Maida. “We test video lottery ter- 


minals and central systems. One of 


the first questions we receive is, 
‘Can’t someone with a portable 
modem do something to make 
these games pay off?’ The answer 
is NO.” His laboratory tests to 
strict jurisdiction specifications, 
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guaranteeing the integrity of both 
the central site and the individual 
machines. Maida classified himself 
as ‘a partner’ in video lottery. 

‘Regulation in the short term isa 
hassle but in the long term a bless- 
ing,’ explained Maida. 

He briefly discussed gaming bills 
pending in California (bill to ban 
VLTs), Connecticut (two VLT bills), 
Illinois (VLT bill), Kansas (VLT and 
Riverboat bills, also Indian com- 
pact), Maryland (Club Keno, no 
VLT), Massachusetts (three bills to 
allow VLTs, one to prohibit), Min- 
nesota (two VLT bills), Missouri 
(Riverboat passed, boat owners op- 
pose VLT bill), New York (two VLT 
bills), North Carolina (Bingo refer- 
endum), Oregon (bill to ban VLTs 
in operation), Rhode Island (three 
bills to ban VLTs in operation), 
Texas (Riverboat and VLT bills), 
Vermont (fourth-year VLT bill), 
Washington (VLT bill)) West Vir- 
ginia (bill to vote on county-by- 
county basis), Pennsylvania (VLT 
bil),) North Dakota (voted down 
Feb. 16), Wyoming (moving again), 
and Indiana (bill passed house, go- 
ing to Senate). 

Maida mentioned pitfalls to 
watch out for: 1) Don’t put games in 
under-age locations—keep them in 
age-restricted environments; 2) 
Residency requirements—can 
bring spectre of unconstitutionali- 
ty; 3) Maximum payouts of 88 per- 
cent—raise to 94 percent to give 
more entertainment value; 4) Per- 
centage of payback to the state— 
must be fair, bills proposing 21 
percent will go nowhere; 5) Gam- 
blers—we have a Social responsi- 
bility to help problem gamblers. 

He strongly emphasized the im- 
portance of having the governor 
on the side of the legislation. “I’ve 
been in this since 1983,’ said 
Maida. “In the history of gaming 
there’s never been a gaming bill 
passed over a governor’s veto.”’

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Industry dealt a winning 


hand in Las Vegas 


T he American Coin Machine 

Expo (ACME), held in Las 
Vegas on March 11-13, was ashow 
of surprises—some good, some not. 
The best surprise was the atten- 
dance, which topped all records— 
over 8,500. Nearly 700 of that 
number were international, repre- 
senting 38 countries! Booth space 
and the number of exhibitors were 
higher than ever—921 booths (770 
last year) and 254 exhibiting com- 
panies. And now that we know ex- 
actly how many people were there, 
we can understand why the floor 
looked so crowded! 

Everyone walking the floor hada 
common goal, one that dominates 
every show. They were looking for 
something new, something dif.- 
ferent, something to give the in- 
dustry a much-needed shot in the 
arm. Did they find it? The answer 
depends on who you asked. “I am 
finally taking the plunge into 
redemption and came here to see 
what I was getting into,” said one 
operator as he made his way down 
the rows of exhibits. “Even my 
friend, who has been a proponent 
of redemption for the last year, 
couldn’t believe how much 
redemption equipment there was 
on display. If I can’t make money 
with this equipment, just shoot me, 
OK?” 





“It’s great having 
everything together in 
one place. We can see 
the games in the 
manufacturers’ booths 
and set up as an ar- 
cade.”’ 


Another operator was busy stu- 
dying video games and wasn’t 
quite as enthusiastic: “I may be 
one stubborn operator, but I am 
still putting most of my eggs in the 
video game basket. I can’t believe 
that the talent that has given us 
games like Pac-Man, Dragon’s 
Lair, Street Fighter, etc., can’t 
come up with more great games. 
Of course, I never thought I’d see 
the day that redemption games 
would dominate this show. Find 
me next year. Maybe I'll be touting 
the praises of something else, but I 
really hope I'm still high on video.”’ 

And then there’s music—ah 
music! A distributor in the South 
said his CD jukebox sales are 
booming. He explained why: “Op- 
erators have known for several 


years that 45 rpm records would be

getting harder and harder to get. 
That time has come and that’s why 
we re Seeing a buying surge in CD 
jukeboxes.” Another operator had 
a Simpler explanation: “They last 
and make money. That’s about all 
I need to know.” 

The Coin-Op Olympics was a per- 
fect vehicle for operators to discuss 
the merits of leagues and tour- 
naments. Frank Seninsky, who 
coordinated the event, said 
operators are extremely interested 
in how to run leagues on a variety 
of equipment. He spent much of the 
time answering questions. 

There’s no doubt that dart and 
pool leagues have led the way, but 
pinball, air hockey, shuffleboard, 
and foosball are all viable games 
suitable for league and tourna- 
ment play. One operator spoke for 
many when he said, “We know 
that we must look at ways to give 
our business a boost. Leagues are 
the best way, but it’s hard to get 
started. I’m making myself a pro- 
mise to do it this year.”’ 


Video games 


Was that video game operator 
we quoted above going to leave the 
show a happy camper? Many had 
predicted that the show would be 
dominated by virtual reality 
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games. “Dominate” was hardly the 
word, but there were some present, 
enough to whet the appetite for 
more. 

A seminar on the subject of vir- 
tual reality and new technology 
drew about 200 interested in the in- 
dustry’s future. Todd Cravens of 
Leprechaun, who moderated the 
seminar, described virtual reality 
as the new catch-word in the in- 
dustry. He also said that virtual 
reality is now at the Pong stage. 
‘There is so much more to come, ” 
he noted. “What we are seeing now 
is only the beginning. Some things 
are not true virtual reality at all. 
Virtual reality is the new evolution 
of video, trying to appeal to all the 
senses, not just visual. A player 
must have a complete 360-degree 
environment and be totally im- 
mersed in the game. He should feel 
like he is in another time and place 
with all the experiences.” 

Todd was quick to point out that 
operators are very cautious and 
tentative about virtual reality. 
Questions from the audience dur- 
ing the seminar revolved around 
cost and software. “It will be a 
while before software will be readi- 
ly available. Right now there are 
not enough units out for a third 
party software developer to feel it’s 
worth his time to develop virtual 
reality software. So the companies 
are making both hardware and 
software. But that will change in 
the near future.” 

Convincing operators, who are 
cautious about any purchase, that 
a game costing more than their 
first home is a good deal is not an 
easy task. Like any new technol- 
ogy, the first ones out are more 
costly. Todd predicts that the cost 
will be coming down, making vir- 
tual reality a virtual reality for 
most operators. 

While we were tantalized by the

whole concept at ACME, we 
should be seeing much more at 
AMOA in about seven months. 
Todd’s forecast: “I bet that Sega 
will have something spectacular at 
AMOA. Virtua Racing was ab- 
solutely the best driving game 
that’s ever been. Sega is leading 
the way.” 

Namco showed Galaxian 3, bill- 
ed as a ‘virtual reality theater.” Six 
players enter an enclosed environ- 
ment and play a game on two 
110-inch screens. Alternate Worlds 
Technology (Todd feels this com- 
pany has come the closest to a true 
virtual reality experience) and VR8 
both exhibited their own versions 
of virtual reality. 

Moving right along into the 
realm of “regular” video games, 
there were some interesting pre- 
sentations. Said an operator 
awaiting his turn to play Capcom’s 
latest introductions: “Sure I’m in- 
terested in the virtual reality con- 
cept, but the real reality is that I 
need inexpensive video games and 
kits in most of my locations. There 
are anumber of good ones here, so 
I won't go home disappointed.”’ 

Another operator got right to the 
point: “Violence and sex. Yes, 
that’s what we’ve come down to. 


The two games that I will be buying 
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are Stata’s Time Killers and 
Kaneko’s Gal’s Panic II. I can’t 
believe how much money these 
two games are making.”’ 

It was obvious that there were 
quite a few Street Fighter II 
‘““wanna-bes’’ dotting the show 
floor. And why not? Street Fighter 
IT has become the standard of all 
standards in the video game arena. 
Every conceivable character and 
unique fighting style is represen- 
ted on a video screen. Here’s one 
operator’s thoughts: “Sure there’s 
a bunch of fighting games, but they 
do well in most locations. I have 
seen several that I'll be taking a 
chance on. But taking a chance on 
something that has proven suc- 
cessful isn’t such a bad idea.”’ 


Pinball 


Now here’s a success story if 
there ever was one. There were 
more good pinballs under one roof 
than we've seen in a long time. 
First, there’s Alvin G. & Co. under 
the leadership of one of the most 
famous pinball families of all—the 
Gottliebs. Alvin Gottlieb said his 
father, David Gottlieb (founder of 
D. Gottlieb & Co.), believed trade 
shows were for new companies. 
And Alvin G. & Co. is the new kid 
on the block. Its Al’s Garage Band 
Goes on a World Tour has been 
drawing a lot of interest. The com- 
pany also previewed a new tradi- 
tional pin in its suite. 

The new Data East pin by desig: 
ner Tim Seckel takes us all back to 
one of our favorite cartoons. The 
Adventures of Rocky and Bull- 
winkle and Friends is based on the 
famous characters from Frostbite 
Falls. Rocket J. Squirrel and Bull- 
winkle T. Moose were walking the 
floor having their photos taken 
with everyone.

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pinball enthusiasts busy. Since the 
game is licensed from Capcom— 
based on its video hit—and Cap- 
com had one in its booth, rumors 
were flying as to whether Capcom 
is looking to get into pinball. “No, 
no, a thousand times no,’ is the 
company’s firm response. 

Williams Bally/Midway was 
busy—very busy. Twilight Zone, 
Creature From the Black Lagoon, 
and Dracula had lines forming to 
play all during the show. Opera- 
tors were having a hard time trying 
to decide which one they liked best. 
Lyman Sheats—the current PAPA 
World Pinball champion, and Julia 
Slayton, the top female pinball 
player, helped demonstrate the 
Power Ball Mania feature on 
Twilight Zone, due out sometime 
this month. 


Redemption 


After walking the ACME exhibit 
floor for three days it may be safe 
to predict a redemption game for 
the future: a giant gumball/base- 
ball pitching machine with a pro- 
gressive jackpot. Awards would be 
measured in pounds of gumballs 
instead of the normal tickets or 
tokens. 

Sounds farfetched? Perhaps. 
There’s no denying that sports- 
themed redemption games, giant 
gumball machines, and progres- 
sive jackpots dominated the pro- 
duct mix this year. Redemption 
continues to challenge players 
with the simple art of skillfully 
bouncing, rolling, popping, throw- 
ing, or shooting balls at targets, 
down lanes, or onto colorful 
playfields. 

One clear example of redemp- 
tion staying power was found in 
the seminar, “Running Redemp- 
tion With Profit In Mind,” literally 
a standing- and sitting-room-only 8 
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‘Redemption City gives 
an opportunity to see 
different games on your 
own, a chance to play 
and review games at 
your own speed. ”’ 


a.m. session that drew 237 at- 
tendees. Rhonda Fletcher of Bo- 
nita Marie International, Sue Mon- 
day of Spirit Designs, and Frank 
Seninsky of Alpha Omega Amuse- 
ments conducted the seminar, 
leaving an entire hour for ques- 
tions (it wasn’t enough time). 

One attendee had this comment 
on the budding interest in redemp- 
tion: “Operators have no choice. 
With escalating video game prices 
and decreasing revenue to con- 
sider, operators have to turn to 
other alternative equipment such 


as redemption.’ 

Redemption bridges the gap, 
age-wise and gender-wise. Women 
enjoy redemption games and the 
female market is one that’s been 
sorely neglected in other equip- 
ment categories. Women are also 
more value-conscious. Saving up 
tickets for useful items appeals to 
the “bargain hunter” in every 
woman. In addition, women have 
an equal chance to earn high 
scores against male counterparts 
with redemption games. 

Another feather in the redemp- 
tion cap is that all-important ele- 
ment of interaction and multiple 
player capability. Many of the 
games converse with the player, 
entertaining them as the game pro- 
gresses. Progressive jackpots en- 
courage repeat play and offer 
greater rewards at the finish line. 
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Such systems appear to be the 
“wave of the future” in redemption. 
One by one, manufacturers are of- 
fering this feature on new games 
and old favorites. 

One show attendee said he can- 
not deny the revenue but has made 
a decision not to buy any games 
with “progressives.” His customer 
base is young children and he does 
not want to promote a wagering 
atmosphere. 

Redemption City 

Prior to ACME there was con- 
siderable hoopla over the concept 
of Redemption City—an active, 
working redemption game room 
setting complete with a counter of 
well-displayed prizes. Thirty-four 
companies were represented in 
Redemption City. Games from a 
variety of manufacturers coexisted 
side-by-side. 

Chuck Ryder of the Santa Cruz 
Beach Boardwalk said, “I think it’s 
great having everything together 
in one place. We can see the games 
in the manufacturers’ booths and 
set up as an arcade. The timing is 
excellent for us—we re just getting 
into redemption. It was a private 
concession until recently and now 
we're operating it.” 

Gene Cramm of Show Biz Pizza 
Time remarked, “Redemption City 
gives an opportunity to see dif- 
ferent games on your own, a 
chance to play and review a game 
at your own speed.” 

Lauran Bromley of Bromley Inc. 
was enthusiastic: ““The more ex- 
posure the better!’ 

‘“We’re in favor of anything we 
can do to help foster an interest in 
redemption,” said Greg Sullivan of 
National Sports Games. 

Virginia Kauffman of Exidy add- 
ed, ‘It’s agreat idea. I think people 
want to be educated before they go 
out and enter redemption.” 

Not all comments were positive. 
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One manufacturer characterized 
it as “a waste of time and money,”’ 
explaining that “it was not neces- 
Sary to have a separate redemp- 
tion area. On the other hand, it has 
not hurt.”’ 

Ruth Einerwold and Bernice Sul- 
livan of the Las Vegas Convention 
Bureau staffed the prize counter in 
Redemption City and were in a per- 
fect position to make observations. 
Einerwold said, “All the comments 
have been very favorable. It’s been 
hectic. Some people come to con- 
ventions and only do business with 
the same people all the time. Here 
they can see games they may not 
ordinarily consider.”’ 

Sullivan added, ‘“We’ve had so 
many inquiries. Most people like it 
because they can see a mix of 
redemption equipment without 
missing anything.” 

Ted Parsons of Pocket Change 
had this to say: “Redemption City 
is a great idea. It gives you more of 
a feel for how the various games 
can be set up in areal arcade. This 
way you Can visualize the arrange- 
ment.” 

Influencing factors 

Does the abundance of redemp- 
tion have a deeper significance? 
Some exhibitors put it into 
perspective. 

Sal Mirando of Coastal Amuse- 
ment commented: ‘Whenever you 
don’t see a lot of hot videos you see 
more other equipment, long, 
steady-earning equipment such as 
redemption. That’s why redemp- 
tion is so popular right now. You're 
also seeing more kiddie rides at 
this show. I predict an explosion in 
the kiddie ride market.”’ 

At the Mayoni booth, Oscar 
Robins noted: ‘““When there are 
some hot pieces it changes the at- 
titude of the attendees. If operators 
find one hot video or pinball a 
positive attitude spreads through- 
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“IT may be one stubborn 
operator, but lam still 
putting most of my eggs 
in the video game 
basket. ’’ 


out the show. When the purse 
strings are opened in one area they 
open elsewhere.” 

On the last day, and nearly the 
last hour, one attendee who had 
not come to a big show in three 
years observed: “There can only be 
SO Many ninja video games. I came 
to the show looking for new 
technology in graphics. I know 
what's possible but it’s not all here 
yet.” 

Whether or not the show met all 
expectations, in the redemption 
arena the choices were “all there,” 
with more promised in the future. 
Redemption equipment is not inex- 
pensive; the longevity and return 
on investment make it difficult to 
dismiss in a decade that’s fast 
becoming the era of the family en- 
tertainment center. 


Jukeboxes 


Vinyl is out, CD is in. True, that 
statement is as much of a news 
flash as “Bill Clinton changed his 
mind,’ but that doesn’t mean 
things have remained static in the 
jukebox marketplace. Most manu- 
facturers exhibiting at ACME ‘93 
either showed brand-new models 
or previously introduced units that 
have been improved. In this arena, 
it’s a matter of keep up or be left 
behind. 

Rowe International remains the 
domestic leader in the CD jukebox

field. At ACME ‘93, the company in- 
troduced its LaserStar Nostalgia. 
Rowe’s prior nostalgia jukebox 
had been made by a contractor, 
but this one is being manufactured 
by Rowe in Grand Rapids, Mich. It 
has acompletely redesigned sound 
system, a completely new interior 
layout, anew page-turning device 
at the flip of a button, and the 
coinage and bill acceptor in an 
area requested by operators. The 
outside contains real wood and is 
chrome-plated. 

“It’s really an operator’s juke- 
box,” Friedman said. “We took the 
jukebox being made by the con- 
tractor and tried to incorporate all 
of the requests made by operators. 
The result is quite a box.’ An 
operator at the Rowe booth said he 
appreciated the company’s open- 
ear policy: “Rowe has always been 
that way. That’s one of the reasons 
I’ve stuck with them for so long.” 
The LaserStar Nostalgia went into 
production after the close of 
ACME ‘93. 

Rowe also displayed an update 
to the CD-51, the CD-51A, which 
features bright, snappy new colors. 
Shipment began in February. 

NSM-America continues to draw 
praise for its Performer series of 
100-CD jukeboxes: the Performer 
Grand II, Performer Classic, and 
Performer Wall. All of these 
‘““HyperBeam’”’ jukeboxes now 
come standard with NSM’s ES5 
technology sound system, which 
translates into song changes in 
under five seconds, a real time 
Clock, varied price for album play, 
and fully controlled background 
music, among other features. 

One operator summed up why he 
buys NSM boxes this way: 
“They’re the best-looking and they 
sound the best. Plus NSM has a 
very responsive service depart- 
ment, which I think is critical.” A 
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visit to the NSM booth illustrated 
the latter statement. When a Play 
Meter staffer asked NSM-Ameri- 
ca’s John Margold to gather the 
NSM group together for a photo, 
he said, ‘‘People are tired of seeing 
me, Rus Strahan, and George Hay- 
docy in pictures. Let’s get a photo 
of one of our technicians helping 
an operator with a problem. That's 
one of the main reasons operators 
come to trade shows. I think it’s im- 
portant to show that side of 
things.”’ 

NSM also brought in a piece 
from Germany called Lowen 
Laser-Shooting, which comes with 
a sports rifle and five game varia- 
tions in the basic model. Margold 
says it'll be available in America 
this fall. 

Seeburg International debuted a 
CD jukebox called Blast Effect. 
This phonograph seeks to give 
operators the benefits of a fully 
loaded CD jukebox—for about 
$2,000 less than most top-of-the-line 
units. It has an automated title 
display, holds 102 CDs, and comes 
with a CDM.-4 Phillips disc reader. 

“T think this jukebox will bridge 
the gap between having no CD 
jukeboxes and having to buy a 
$5,000 unit,” said one operator. “I’m 
not saying it has every feature that 
the $5,000 jukeboxes have, but it 
has what operators need to get in- 
to the CD field and make money 
without going broke on the cost of 
the phonograph.” 

Late last year Antique Ap- 
paratus Co. purchased the legen- 
dary Rock-Ola Manufacturing 
Corp. The first jukeboxes dis- 
played since this joyous union 
were the Gala and the Series III 
Bubbler. The former, as a result of 
customer suggestions, now fea- 
tures a “floating” program display, 
positive gear drive on anew color 
cylinder, reduced CD turntable

wear, and a built-in test program. 
The latter, a spruced-up version of 
an old favorite, holds 100 CDs and 
features eight bubble tubes anda 
kaleidoscope of colors. 

“T think Antique Apparatus buy- 
ing Rock-Ola was good for Rock- 
Ola,” said a Rock-Ola distributor. 
"Glenn Streeter has always built 
gorgeous jukeboxes, and when you 
combine that with the fantastic 
Rock-Ola sound you get jukeboxes 
that can hold their own with 
anybody. I believe you'll see them 
make a move up in the jukebox 
market.” 

Pioneer Laser Entertainment fo- 
cused on its LaserKaraoke Amuse- 
ment Systems at ACME ‘93. The 
line begins with the AMS-101, 
which comes with digital sound 
processing and four sound en- 
vironments. The next step is the 
AMS-303; it combines a twin-tray 
LaserKaraoke player and a 240- 
watt mic-mixing amplifier. The top- 
of-the-line AMS-50 is based on a 
50-disc autochanger with two built- 
in players. The AMS-303 and 
AMS-50 are equipped to handle op- 
tional bill validators. All three are 
able to play LaserKaraoke discs, 
CDs, LaserDisc movies, and Laser- 
Hits background video entertain- 
ment discs. 

‘“LaserKaraoke gives operators a 
chance to compete with Karaoke 
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disc jockeys instead of having their 
jukebox turned off for the week- 
end,” said PLE’s Bud Barnes. “The 
operator can say to the location, 
‘Look, you want Karaoke? There’s 
no need to pay a DJ; let me provide 
it for you.’ LaserKaraoke is just 
another tool that we're providing 
for the operator to make money.’ 

PLE also showed the prototype of 
its CD Recording System. With 
music playing in the background, 
the customer speaks into a micro- 
phone and leaves a personalized 
message—Congratulations, I Love 
You, Happy Birthday, Happy 
Mother’s Day, etc. The message is 
saved for posterity on a three-inch 
gold CD-R disc, which can be 
played on most all CD players. A 
typical location for placement 
would be a Hallmark Cards store, 
for example, with the operator 
entering into a flat lease arrange- 
ment. The unit could be ready in 
about a year, Barnes estimates. 

The company’s CJV99 Laser- 
Juke jukebox was displayed with 
new graphics. Barnes says PLE is 
working on a new jukebox “that 
addresses the design and capacity 
requirements of the jukebox 
marketplace.” It could be shown at 
AMOA ‘93. 

Digital Disc America first made a 
splash with its CD conversion kits. 
Now the company is trying to 
make inroads with dedicated units. 
The Panther is designed with no 
horizontal surfaces, which keeps 
customers from placing food or 
drinks on it. It has a 100-selection ti- 
tle flipping page and comes stan- 
dard with a Mars bill unit. The 
cabinet is ABF heat-treated and 
has painted, molded plastic, along 
with an easy-access front door for 
convenient service. Another dedi- 
cated jukebox, the 1812, will be 
available at the AMOA show.

jukeboxes, but Jerry Reeves says 
the company continues to exper- 
ience strong CD sales with the 
attractive New York, New York 
and the timeless 10/5 nostalgia 
jukebox. 


Video lottery terminals 


The late character actor Jesse 
White was probably best known 
for his portrayal of the Maytag 
repairman. He spent hours, head 
glumly resting on his palm, waiting 
for a phone call. 

Booth representatives for video 
lottery terminal (VLT) manufac- 
turers might have been more chip- 
per than poor Jesse, but they’re 
basically in the same boat. The on- 
ly difference is the VLT manufac- 
turers are waiting for another state 
(or states!) to pass video lottery 
legislation. West Virginia looked 
like a go in late January, but that 
situation has been put on hold in- 
definitely. Which state will be 
next? Will there be another state, 
or have governments gotten too 
bloated on other gambling 
courses, only to have no room for 
the video lottery dessert? 

Many of the smaller VLT manu- 
facturers who exhibited at AMOA 
‘92 did not take booth space at this 
show, which leads one to conclude 
that they simply may not have the 
ability to wait these states out. 
Some of those exhibiting at ACME 
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‘93 did bring out new models, while 
others made cosmetic changes or 
added games to the software pro- 
gram to keep things fresh. The 
manufacturers who maintained 
the status quo, however, can hard- 
ly be criticized: where’s the incen- 
tive to invest dollars in new or up- 
dated machines if the market 
doesn’t clamor for it? 

A sales representative for one of 
the larger VLT manufacturers put 
it this way: “I think operators are 
growing impatient with this whole 
video lottery business. They’re 
tired of expending so much energy 
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“Operators are tired of 
waiting for something to 
happen—hell, |’m tired 
of waiting for something 
to happen!’’ 


to get a bill passed, only to be told, 
‘Come back and try again next 
year.’ I couldn’t blame them if they 
just decided to concentrate on their 
amusement game routes and for- 
get about video lottery.” 

One of his VLT brethren looked 
around his near-empty booth and 
sighed. “I hate to take a defeatist 
attitude, but I almost think opera- 
tors don't care about this issue 
anymore. They're tired of waiting 
for something to happen—hell, I’m 
tired of waiting for something to 
happen!” 

(Attendance at the ACME ‘93 
video lottery seminar backs up 
their fear that operators’ interest 
may be waning. There were 80 or 
so operators this year; remember 
when this seminar drew standing- 
room-only crowds?) 

VLT manufacturers who have 
other gaming machines will simp- 
ly sell to other markets while they 
wait for video lottery to break. In- 
dian casinos and riverboats can 
utilize their wares and keep them 
afloat. But for the manufacturers 
who don’t have a foothold in these 
markets, it may be financially 
unfeasible—or impossible—for 
them to hold on much longer. Ifthe 
same few states are the only ones 
with video lottery in the next year 
or two, we may see a VLT land- 
scape that reflects a tenet of 
Charles Darwin’s famous theory: 
only the survival of the fittest.

Ira complimented his mother:

the world as to which format they 
would like to buy their video 
games: kit or dedicated,” Beckham 
reflected. “I initiated legal action 
against the manufacturers’ associ- 
ation to try to get the problem 
straightened out.” 

In late 1990, Congress passed the 
“Red Baron amendment,” which 


legalizes the public performance of 
parallels (with exceptions). Said 
Beckham at the time, “I think—and 
hope—that the practical effect of 
this new law won't be a sudden 
flood of parallel boards. Rather, I 
believe it will lead to more quality 
kits being made available to U.S. 
operators.” As operators all over 
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America can attest, Beckham’s 
prediction has come true. 

In accepting the award, a modest 
Beckham said he didn’t think he 
deserved it. “There are other oper- 
ators who’ve done more for the in- 
dustry than me,” he said. Never- 
theless, Beckham was grateful, 
saying, “I know you guys (Play

Meter) might catch some heat for 
giving me this. It’s quite an honor 
to be recognized by your peers. 
This is a special award that means 
a lot to me.”

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A year of new beginnings 
starting with White Water 





T his year has been a time of 

new beginnings. We had a 
new year, a new president, and 
four new pinball games going into 
production. These new pinballs 
were unveiled at the PAPA 3 tour- 
nament in New York in February. 
As of March 1, Dennis Nordman’s 
White Water for Williams has 
gone out of production. 

The design team on White Water 
included Win Schilling, Chris Gan- 
ner, John Youssi, and Scott Slo- 
miany. Williams Bally/Midway di- 
rector of art Greg Freres began 
working on the game, offered his 
advice, but took a leave of absence 
from the team to work on a future 
project. 

Software programmer Mike 
Boon and Dennis Nordman ex- 
plained the details of this game. 
The skill shot involves shooting the 
ball lightly enough so that it does 
not go around to the Spine Chiller 
ramp, but falls down to the upper 
flipper. From there it can be shot up 
the Insanity Falls ramp. The ball is 
then returned to the left flipper via 
the undulating Insanity Falls. 

Wet Willie’s River Ranch is the 
destination as the player moves a 
raft up the river. Each time the 





flashing hazards are completed, 
the raft advances. When you ar- 
rive at Willie’s, all the “hazards” 
light and are all worth five million 
points. Completing these finishes 
stage one. 

In stage two, there is only one 
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Jim Schelberg 











light which cycles through all the 
hazards for a timed period. If you 
hit the moving light it will score 100 
million points. Then you start the 
second of three rivers with increas- 
ed values and difficulty. Mike said 
he has not seen anyone get to the 
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third river—not yet, anyway. 
Mike likes to play the game by 
completing afew hazards and then 
locking two balls for a future multi- 
ball. Then he concentrates on the 
Whirlpool, which is reached 
through Bigfoot Bluff, the right up- 
per ramp. The Whirlpool Chal- 


lenge light is lit when the game 
starts and every hit in the Boulder 
Garden (jet bumpers) cycles to 
another boulder item. 

“When I shoot Insanity Falls dur- 
ing the skill shot sequence the 
Whirlpool is lit. Shooting the 
Whirlpool collects the value from

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the Boulder Garden,’ Mike ex- 
plained, adding that he then shoots 
for Whirlpool Challenge, which is 
two-ball multi-ball. This shot to the 
Whirlpool earns five million points 
and increases by two million as 
long as there are two balls on the 
playfield. 

The dot-matrix display during 
this time shows from one to four 
balls in the Whirlpool simultane- 
ously. It’s a favorite. Every time 
you shoot the Whirlpool you com- 
plete one of six Whirlpool lights. 
These score from five million to 20 
million points for completion. The 
next time through the scores are in- 
creased to 40 million, then 60 
million, and up. 

Mike plays to advance the 
Boulder Garden feature to 5X 
playfield and then collect with a 
shot to the Whirlpool. With all 
values multiplied by five and two 
balls already locked, the next shot 
should be to lock the third ball and 
go into three-ball multi-ball. Points 
can build very quickly with jack- 
pots at 5X. 

Dennis plays the beginning of the 
game a little differently. He com- 
pletes the skill shot coming down 
Insanity Falls, which lights the 
Whirlpool. With the ball at the left 
flipper he shoots for No Way Out, 
which pops the ball up to the top 
and allows a shot to the Whirlpool. 
This activates the two-ball multi- 
ball Whirlpool Challenge and is a 
good way to build up a lot of 
points—if you can keep the balls 
going into the Whirlpool. 

‘After that,’ Dennis said, “I con- 
centrate on moving the raft down 
the river because that builds up 
your multi-ball jackpot.” Mike add- 
ed that it could be even more in- 
teresting if you go down the river at 
5X the playfield. 

Hitting the two red stand-up 
targets at mid-right playfield 
begins another of my favorite 
features called Bigfoot Hotfoot. 
With each completion, the display

When you 
collect the key you can unlock the 
mine and enter the Gold Rush, 
during which all switches are 
worth 250,000 points. With the 
items in hand, ifa Hotfoot Jackpot 
is earned, the player will get a 
camera to take photos of Bigfoot 
by going up each ramp. This also 
earns three million points each 
time. 

The next feature is a cow —a 
Cow-Idol to be exact. If you get 
the Cow-Idol while the Boulder 
Garden is on Mystery Canyon with 
the Whirlpool lit, a shot up Big- 
foot Bluff will be diverted and you 
will get the Secret of the Cow. 
There are no points for the 
sequence. 

As a further diversion, if you find 
White Water in the attract mode 
with no credits, hit the flippers as if 
you were entering the initials 
C.O.W. for the high score and you 
will see the famous cows with 
chainsaws from the The Addams 
Family. 

Other features include Man 
Overboard, Hurry Up (with a de- 
creasing value to shoot any lit 
hazard), Spirit of the River, and 
Boulder Bash. 

While you are playing you are fil- 
ling out a dot-matrix form called 
The Vacation Planner by complet- 
ing features.

facturers have introduced a 
stream of new equipment at the 
spring American Coin Machine 
Exposition. It may come as no sur- 
prise that the game themes are 
very familiar. 

For the last five-plus years, 
themes have evolved from gun- 
toting mercenaries to street- 
fighting vigilantes. Lately, even 
overhead flying games (a univer- 
sally appealing theme) allow 
players to spray every object on 
the screen with unbelievable 
weapons for the purpose of an- 
nihilation. What’s happening 
here? There’s enough brutality in 
the real world. Amusement games 
provide escapist entertainment. 
Where are the themes from the 
‘good old days’’? 

We grew up when video games 
were reaching their peak in the 
early ‘80s and we prefer those sim- 
ple and innocent themes. We don’t 
particularly dislike the new games, 
but rather the direction they have 
taken to be more and more violent- 
ly real. 

Simulation games seem to be the 
only branch going in a positive 
direction. The objective of these 
games is to give the player the

Our suggestion: leave the rest of 
the games for pure fantasy like 
they used to be. In order to prove 
our point, some comparisons need 
to be made.

pave R’S PERSPECTIVE 


It would be nice to see games that 
use cartoon characters again, such 
as Nintendo’s Popeye. How about 
a “Ren and Stimpy” video? That hi- 
larious cartoon pairing of cat and 
dog would provide many video 
(mis)adventures. 

Game themes are not the only 
part of video that’s changing. The 
physical aspects of the machines 
are getting much too complicated. 
Some current fighting games use 
six or seven buttons along with a 
joystick. Video games should help 
release frustration, not cause more 
with complex controls. 

Most control panels of the past 
used only a joystick and one jump 
or fire button. Where one or two 
players could share turns at the 
game in the past, now four or six 
squeeze in at the same time. New 
dedicated cabinet styles stood out 
before; now simple interchange- 





able kits abound. 

As technology improves, game 
themes change. It appears that 
games of the past were so original 
and exciting that graphics didn’t 
really matter. Now, games have ex- 
cellent graphics but common 
themes. 

An excellent example of past 
technology is the X-Y vectorbeam 
monitor, a sort of predecessor to 
polygon technology. Even though 
screen characters were extremely 
small and simple (as in Atari’s 
Asteroids and Bally’s Omega 
Race), the games were enjoyable to 
play, mainly because of the total 
player control. There was no pat- 
tern to follow, no specified course 
to take; players moved where they 
wished. There were several pro- 
blems with the technology when it 
was created, but those could sure- 
ly be solved by now. If that is con- 
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sidered a step backward, then new 
graphic capabilities could close the 
gap and take past themes to new 
heights in the future. 

Video games with violent themes 
should not take the blame for eas- 
ing restrictions on violence and sex 
in today’s entertainment. Movies, 
TV, and comic books are all more 
explicit than they were 10 years 
ago. These entertainment forms 
are aimed at impressionable 
young people who are still forming 
their personalities. Reducing the 
level of violence in all of them 
would be a Step in the right 
direction. 

If violent action is necessary, 
then let it be make-believe and not 
closely resemble real life situa- 
tions. Tap into the reservoir of im- 
agination. Let us be able to say that 
video games are innocent 
entertainment. [|

His plan was to sell his 70 percent 
of Success Co.’s stock to the boys 
for $200,000 a year for life (that is, 
for his and his wife Jan’s (age 57) 
life). We reviewed the tax conse- 
quences of his plan. In a word— 
terrible. Enter GRAT. 

First, we decided to recapitalize 
Success Co.—100 shares of voting 
stock (70 to Jim, 30 to the boys) and 
100,000 shares of nonvoting stock 
(70,000 to Jim, 30,000 to the boys). 
Second, Jim gave half (35,000) of his 
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A GRAT does only one good tax 
trick and it only works for an S cor- 
poration. The GRAT divides itself 
into two separate parts for gift tax 
purposes. For example, Jim 
transferred 25,000 of his nonvoting 
shares (25 percent of the value of 
the company worth $1 million) to 
his GRAT in exchange for a 12 per- 
cent annuity (the right to receive 
$120,000—12 percent times $1 
million) for 14 years. 

Jan’s GRAT is identical. This

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14-year period is called the “annui- 
ty interest.” What remains after 
the 14 years (the GRAT terminates 
and the kids get the 25,000 shares 
of nonvoting stock) is called the “‘re- 
mainder interest.” 

The way the law works, the total 
value of both interests is always 
the full value (in this case $1 
million) of the property put into 


each GRAT. Logic tells you that the 
greater the value of the annuity in- 
terest, the smaller the value of the 
remainder interest. Why is this so 
important? Because the remainder 
interest is the only part of the 
GRAT valued for gift tax purposes. 
You pick the annuity rate (12 per- 
cent here) and the length of the an- 
nuity (14 years here). The higher

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the rate (it can be eight, 10, or 
15—you pick it) and/or the length (it 
can be one year or more—again, 
you pick it) of the annuity, the 
greater the value of the annuity 
interest—and, of course, the lower 
the value of the remainder interest. 
In this case, the value of the two 
remainder interests (Jim’s and 
Jan’s) according to IRS tables was 
$20,581. 


“You, with the help of a

What does this mean? Jim and 
Jan can pass $2 million of Success 
Co. stock to their kids and use up 
only $20,581 for gift tax purposes. 
Fantastic! And did you notice that 
Jim kept his 70 shares of voting 
stock, which means he keeps con- 
trol of Success Co.? 

One problem: If you die before 
the term (14 years here) of the 
GRAT, the stock plops back into 
your estate. All the benefits de- 
scribed evaporate. To guard 
against this possibility, we buy life 
insurance to cover the estimated 
estate tax liability. 

We think GRATs are so terrific 
that the IRS is likely to ask Con- 
gress to change the rules! My aa- 
vice: Adopt GRAT before a change 
in the law moves him out of the tax 
neighborhood. 

One final comment: This article 
does not attempt to cover all of the 
rules, problems, and wonderful 
possibilities ofa GRAT. Don’t play 
with GRAT unless you have an ex- 
pert at your elbow. (1)

ly them with what they expect for 
an excellent entertainment ex- 
perience.

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Although we have different ap- 
proaches, the end results are 
similar. It made for some in- 
teresting seminar exchanges. For 
example, Chilton uses only 
quarters and I use only tokens in 
FECs. Chilton concentrates on dis- 
counting and promoting tickets, 
while I concentrate on discounting 
tokens and token promotions to at- 
tract customers.

Another expert at Leisurexpo 
was Ben Jones of PROVEST in 
Overlook Terrace, Ill., who 
develops and manages hospitality 
and recreation attractions such as 
hotels, restaurants, fun parks, 
mini-golf centers, and go-kart 
tracks. Jones, along with Dick Sex- 
ton, president of Formula ‘‘K”’ 
Raceway, and Marvin Bloom, pres- 
ident of Gasoline Alley, did a 
repeat performance of last year’s 
go-kart seminar. The session was 
split into full sessions this time 
around. The panel was rounded 
out with Mike Beckman of Beck- 
man Insurance. The handouts 
were excellent. 

My favorite coin-op machine at 
Leisurexpo was the Capcom/Pol- 
aroid Instant Memories Photo 
Booth. I received a test model two 
weeks before the show and had re- 
ported earnings of $600-$800 per 
week. Mark Trotter, originator of 
the machine, was in attendance. rl 
have an in-deptn interview with 
Trotter in my next column.

I also managed to spend some 
time with Leslye Hillman of Mer- 
chandise Services in Ferndale, 
Mich. She’s putting together a mer- 
chandise line specifically for FECs. 
Leslye was formerly director of 
merchandise at Opryland for eight 
years and also a staff member at 
HMS Monaco. 

Exhibitor Jon Lerner, president 
of Boing’s USA Division, demon- 
strated the company’s new Basho 
Sumo wrestling outfit. Boing 
makes dozens of inflatable and soft 
play attractions that are safe, 
reasonably priced, and can be put 
together in less than 10 minutes. 
Boing products give kids (and 
adults) a chance to bounce, run, 
cling, crawl, jump, and balance. 

MoneyWon’s Accu-Toss Arcade 
RF, a smaller version of the Accu- 
Toss baseball pitching game, is a 
unit I plan to install in my next FEC 
location. MoneyWon marketing 
director Tim Toskin says the new 
game is just the right size for loca- 
tions where the 10’ x 10’ original 
Accu-Toss cannot fit. The smaller 
game fits in a pick-up truck. As a 
side note, for the past several 
weeks Accu-Toss has been my #2 


redemption game in a FEC with 
120 games. 

The new pitching game from 
Sportech, A Pitcher’s Dream, drew 
a fair share of attention and may 
be a competitor to watch. 

Side trip 

While in Daytona Beach, I ran in- 
to Jack and Sandy Mendez, presi- 
dent and quality control chief, 
respectively, of Bob’s Space 
Racers. Ten minutes later they 
whisked me off to the factory, 
where I saw one of the best-run 
facilities in our industry. Almost 
every part of a Bob’s Space Racers 
game is fabricated there. The com- 
pany is practically self-sufficient. 


Come to think of it, I can’t remem- 
ber having a problem with any of 
my Bob’s Space Racers games due 
to a part failure. 

I also managed to see the guts of 
Rizing Water, aredemption game 
that challenges players to shoot 
water at a target, and with each hit 
raise the level of a colored water 
tube. It looks like a winner for 1993. 

There was much more to see at 
Leisurexpo: soft play units, Trak- 
Air’s hot-air fryer, Perky’s Pizza, 
Flagship Carpets for both floors 
and walls, but that’s a good reason 
to attend next year’s show. As 
always...keep cranking! [|

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hen you purchase a game, 
whether it is a video, pinball, 
or redemption game, the last thing 
you need to ask the game manu- 
facturer or distributor is “Where is 
the manual?” or “Is the manual 
complete and accurate?” 

Some manufacturers put a card 
in the cash box for you to mail in to 
get the manual. Wrong! Get the 
manual with the game. If the man- 
ufacturer does not have the man- 
ual ready or feels that a manual is 
not needed because the game is so 
simple, something is wrong. If you 
feel that your technician is sucha 
‘“supertech” that he doesn’t need 
one, let’s see how long the game is 
down when a part is needed. Since 
there’s no manual, you get shipped 
the wrong part two different times. 
Like they say, “Third time is a 
charm!” Get a manual. 

If you have to rely on the manu- 
facturer’s customer service depart- 
ment for help when you don’t have 
a manual, you may bein for an un- 
pleasant surprise. I recently spoke 
to a manufacturer’s customer ser- 
vice department that didn’t even 
know the part number for a motor 
brush that was used in one of its 
games! Since the representative 
was no help and I had no manual, 
I had to guess from a picture in the 
Wico catalog— luckily this time I 
guessed correctly. 

When you have a tough problem, 
the manufacturer’s customer ser- 
vice department works hand-in- 
hand with a manual; one won’t 
work without the other. Of course, 
youcould get lucky, but I wouldn’t 











count on it.. 

When I say a manual, I am not 
talking about two sheets of paper 
stapled together. When you do get 
a manual for a new game, look it 
over. Sleep with it if you have to, 
but don’t stuff it into the bottom of 
the game. The manual! will be your 
best friend when the game is down. 

Here’s a few questions to ask to 
see if you have a good manual: 

a) Does the cover page list the 
service number to call for help? 

b) Are the dip switch settings or

adjustments on the first page? 

c) Does the picture on the front 
page (if any) match the game? I 
have seen a generic manual used 
by one manufacturer for all of its 
games! That does not work except 
on “system” games, if it’s complete 
with a special addendum or sup- 
plement attached to explain the 
special features for that model of 
game. 

Another game maker has the 
game programmers write the man- 
ual. This is better than no manual, 
but since a computer “‘techno- 
nerd” wrote it, the end result tends 
to be less user-friendly and can 
become a nightmare for a regular 
technician. 

One important feature of a 
manual that can help even the 
novice technician is drawings— 
plenty of them. If no drawings are 
available, then use pictures. A 
typed manual is OK, but a picture 
is worth a thousand words. 

Ifa manufacturer has a manual, 
but uses weird Roman numerals 
instead of page numbers, it can be 
a nightmare. For example, say you 
need to find information on dip 
switches. You look at the table of 
contents (assuming that the 
manual has one) and it lists the set- 
tings on page XVI. Why don’t they 
just put it in plain old English? 

If the game maker does not want 
to put schematics into the manual 
and does not want to make them 
available, it’s certainly their op- 
tion. But it tends to make me think 
twice about purchasing a second 
game from them. ||

‘“‘News”’ section, Rep. Albert 
Gurule of Albuquerque has spon- 
sored a bill that calls for a nickel 
tax on all arcade games because, 
in his mind, arcades are popular 
meeting places for gangs. Who 
better to fund gang-prevention 
programs than an industry 
which fosters gang socials, 
Gurule apparently thought. 
Luckily, members of New Mex- 
ico’s coin machine association 
met with Gurule in time to per- 
suade him to table his bill in com- 
mittee. It shouldn't see the light 
of day for the remainder of the 
legislative session. 

“Arcades promote good, clean 
fun, but he was under the impres- 
sion that our arcades were used 
as hang-outs for gangs,” said 
Ken Anderson, president of the 
Vending Amusement and Music 
Operators Association. “Instead 
of having 100 kids in one spot be- 
ing supervised by a minimum 
amount of adults, this tax 
would’ve put arcades out of 
business and scattered those 100 
kids all over the place.

They 
are under the impression that 
operators, who must be raking in 
piles of cash, would fork over tax 
money with the same enthusi- 
asm as John D. Rockefeller han- 
ding out shiny silver dimes to 
crowds of waifs. Until they know 
otherwise, legislators will con- 
tinue to push for gross receipts 
taxes, exorbitant per-machine 
taxes, and the like. 

What can you do? I know it 
sounds like a broken record, but 
you must join your state associa- 
tion. It needs your participation, 
it needs your ideas, but frankly, 
more than anything, it needs 
your dues to hire a lobbyist who 
will monitor adverse legislation 
and fight it when it arises. 

What would New Mexico's 
coin machine industry have look- 
ed like had Gurule’s bill become 
law? I’m sure Anderson and 
other operators there shudder to 
think of such a landscape. If you 
aren't helping your state associa- 
tion remain vigilant, you should 
shudder, too. Legislators like 
Gurule might be planning a little 
surprise for you. L]
